WA.siriNOTON, Sept. 3. —In the liouau 
to-day Scott, of Pennaylvania, by unani- 
mous cotisoiit, introduced tlio following 
bill supplementing the uot approved May 
IHtli, l,S82, to e.xecute certain treaty stip'- 
nlations relating to the Chinesu. 

Seel I. proviiles that from and after 

the pai/aaie of this act it shall be unlawful 
ffir liny Chinese laborer who has been, or 
who may now be, or who may hereafter 
be a resident within the Ihiited Status, 
and who sh.-iU have departed therefrom 
and ai oil 1 not have returned before the 
pa.ssiigo of thi.s act, to return to the 
Lhlitcd States. 

Sectiim II. provides that no certificates 
<if identity, provided for in the foui th and 
lifth s vtious of the act to which this is a 
suppleiiiuiit, sliull hereafter is issued, and 
every cevtiticato heretofore issued in pur- 
suance thereof is hereby declared void 
and of no eirect, and tho Chiiieso laborer 
claiming .idmissioii by virtue thereof 
shall n it be permitted to enter the United 
States. 

Section III. jirovides that all duties 
prescribed mid liabilities, penalties and 
forfoitiues prescribed by tlie act to which 
this is a supplement, are hereby extended 
and made ap])licablo to the provisions of 
this act. 

Section IV. provides that all such part 
or [larts of tho act t« which this is a sup- 
;.>leiiiuiit asare inconsistent herewith are 
repealed. 

Scott stateJ that if the report as 

to the rejection of the Chinesu treaty 
was correct, or if tbe treaty was heieafter 
latilied, there wjis nothing in tho bill in 
V iohition of any treaty. The bill h as then 
passed without a division. The bill prac- 
tically prohibits Chinese imniigration.

Express correspondent at Ellsworth, 
ftlainc, to-day obtained Blaine's views on 
tho fishery policy as follows: The iiahory 
season is over and nearly all American 
vessels have returned and Canada will 
have none to operate upon until the sum- 
mer of 1889. In the meantime anything 
she may or may not do is a matter of su- 
preme indifference to the fishermen. 
Therefore, it is better not to clothe the 
present President with any additional 
powers since he has shown his utter iii- 
coiiipetuncy to deal with the geiicr.il sub- 
ject, but let him carry out the present 
law as he is bound to do, and this alone 
may bring Canada tu lierseusuB and secure 
us justice at her hands. For tho repub- 
licans to vote for a bill reported by Mr. 
I'elmnnt's committee in the house would 
bo a confession by theiu that the Presi- 
dent's refusal to carry out the present law 
was justified and would put the power in 
his hands which he would, wield for parti- 
san purposes. It is much better to let 
matters lie over till the new adminiatra- 
tion shall come, which will bo hotter jira- 
pared to handle the matter free fnmi the 
excitement of our pending political con- 
tests, and in ample time to protect every 
interest. To allow the Preaideiit now to 
stop the export busineas of' Canada 
through the United States would serious- 
ly interfere with several of our homo 
transportation lines, especially those lead- 
ing to Portland, and correspondingly de- 
press tho entire commerce of that port. 
It would also afford Conadu a pretext for 
increasing her doiuands in retaliation for 
sqch inhibition and render more difficult 
the geuoral Bottloinent hy negotiation.

THE SCHOOL ACT. 

In the course jf tho diacusaioii whicli 
has recently tiikeu placu u[)on this sub- 
ject, our Grit contemporary ventured to 
make the sweeping assertion that thi; 
principle involving what he characterises 
us difterential taxation is not r6coj,'iii/.cil 
in any civilizod community. On the other 
hand we assorted tiiaL tliu prliiciplo of re- 
quiring till! woaltliier distncts to contri- 
bute more towards state education than 
tho pooi'er districts nms tlirougli the 
sciiool systom.s of tho older provinces of 
tliu Dominion. Now to the task: Turn- 
ing U> New Brunswick, wo find by refei- 
eitcei to the olBcial report of fche public 
schools that this prindiple'of ' disoi-iiuiuat- 
ing :ia against rich and in favor, of poor 
school districts is broadly recognized. It 
is provided (see pave 23, report 1885) that 
"Elach Inspector shall, as directed by 
tiie Board of Education, deteruiiiiu and 
report to the Chief ISuperintoudeut what 
school districts under his supervision may 
be entitled during the ensuing year to 
special aid, ad pupr districts, and the Chief 
Superinten4ent ,raay '»Uow to the schqols 
in such districts s'licli amount, not exceed- 
ing one-third more on the classification of 
Teacliers of schools, from tliu Provincial 
Treasury, and oiio-tliird inoro per pupd 
from the county school fund, than tlie 
allowance to other school districts sharing; 
such funds, us in his discretion may seem 
' proper, taking into consideration the posi- 
tion and circumatances of such district." 

We have quoted tJiua freely in order 
that the reader may see that we are not 
straining the text. Now, here is a pro- 
vision, placing in tho hands of a single 
oflicfir of the Govurnmeiit discretionary 
power to give one-third more to certain 
school dislrictf than to others out of IIk- 
Provincial Treasury, and tiiat upon tht^ 
sole ground tliat sucli districts are jxtorer, 
and, couse<}i!ently, lesa able to support 
their own schools. \Vu iind that in the 
year 1885, the number of school districts 
in New Brunswick,- in receipt of tlli^ 
special contribution of" one>third more 
was very large. Referring to the pub- 
lished reports for the otiier Provinces, wc 
find the same priuci])le carried into juar,- 
tice. Now it will lie ohsi-rveil that, this i.s 
virtually the saim- jiiiiiciiile which is 
l)eiiiL; applied to hiritish ( 'nhiiiiliia, only 
on a very small .scale, and with this .litt'iu-- 
eiiee, that, instead ot selecting poor dis- 
tricts and giving them one-thinl more 
than the others, the four richest districts 
have been selected,, and called i^pon to 
make a special contribution equal to 
about nue-iifth of the cost of education 
within their respective btmnds, the re- 
maining four-fifths being paid as former- 
ly nut of tho Provincial treasury. 
It will lie .seen, therefore, that 
while tiie ]<riiicipie iiudlved is the same, 
the share of the burden ])laced upon the 
rich districts in this province is very mneh

Kurthor rartlcuhirs of th<' Tragedy— A t'lvu- 
Year Old Buy Choked to Beatb by a 
llriital and Revnngtul Savaeo. 

It wa.s reported a few weeks ago tliat a 

;;hnc!.!!i; murder hud been eouimifted nii 
the weal ci'ust "f the Island. We have 
received further and most reliable news. 
The murderer is well known, and step;) 
should bu taken at once to have him ar- 
rested. The murder was committed on a 
boy of live years, whose father and grand- 
father are sliortly to arrive frmn Bohriiig'.s 
Sea where they are seal hunting on llie 
scliDoiier Triiiin[ih. it wa.a a cold-blooded 
and hriital deed and lieforo further coin- 
[)licalioiis lid<e place tlie iiiiiiderer slu'iild 
be l.iroiij,'ht to justice. W e .-ire reli.ibly 
informed thai the case is a very clear one 
and proiiipt act ion in arrest.in;.; the niiir- 
derut will save the government much ex- 
ponse and future trouble. 

The particuhirs of the tragedy, and the 
circumstances which led to it, are as 
follows: — 

Isinnekivah, the alleged inurdercr of 
the hoy Moiso, is a man alnuil -10 yeais oi 
atic. 1 le belongs to the tribe of IMaliojic 
liidiaii.s, .1 braiu'liol' tlie Hesquiots, liviiiL; 
at the head of lle.S(|iiiol Harbor. Isiiin 
ekwah is known to boa very i|uari'ulsome 
and tioublesome Indian, seldom living at 
peace with his relations. In heart he is 
a |>agau, believing in all the Indian anper- 
stit ions ami practising lliem. He is mar- 
ried, Indian fashion, and has now two 
little ;_;irla. Last j'ear he lust his only 
Son, a. buy of about Iwelvi' ye;irs of aLje. 
This boy was baptized and received the 
name of Moses. The murdered boy was 
called Moise, and the similaril\ of ihe 
two iiaiiies was one I'f the c.uise.s w iiicb 
leil to the crime.

The altention of L'ollcetors of Cnstoms 
is directed by a circular just issued from 
the ollice of the Assistant Cmiimiasioner 
to items 8(11 and 802 of llie tarill, under 
which export duties of 31. per thousand on 
spruce logs and @2 per thousand on pine 
Ifigs is imposed, ft has been thought that 
some nlllcers interpret the word "logs" to 
iiii'aii s.iwings only. I'nder such iiitijr- 
pretatioii logs used for spara, ])iles, or 
pilings Would not In; reg:Lriled as dutiable. 
The imposition of duties, however, is im- 
perative on all spruce and pine loss's, no 
matter under what name known or for 
what purpose intended. 

In a recent o.\])ortatioii of piles from 
Ibirraril Inlet, exjiort duty was charged 
upon I hem, but on the matter being re- 
presented to Ottawa by Col. Prior, M.P., 
the money was refunded. The above is a 
subsoipieiit order, and as piles are merely 
the poor timber, and in a sense iiiaiiufac- 
fcured, it is thought unwise that any tax 
should bo placed on their export. It 
would virtually prohibit it, and 8tuin|)age 
would be lost to the province. A refires- 
eiitation to the minister of customs to-day 
might induce a cancellation of the tax.

Isiniiekwah. .Mioiit 
Hie ln-'juininn of .1 illy, w Inle 1 he children 
ol Alichel and of Cecile were [ilajing in a 
canoe, the craft upset and Cecile's eldest 
airl was drowned. The mother became 
frantic with grief, and Isiniiekwah. Ie;ini- 
iiig of lier lieii'.ivrini'nt \irnt to her house 
to sy nipal ll iz.. with her. lie joiiieil in 
her grief for .a little ,\ Il i Ir, ,i iid liieii craft- 
ily w hls| .ei ed lo her, ".St o|i 1 1 yii.g, I am 
going lo kill Moise. lie killed your 
child." The woman, however, i-efused to 
listen to sucdi counsel, and said she was 
not angry that her child w.is dead. .She 
supposed "the cliild's life was to be only 
that long," and Moiso w.is not t.. lil.uiie. 
Isiniiekwah left the |ilace llieii. but r.iiiio 
back four days lal er and agani t.. Id ihe 
Woman Cecile he was going to kill little 
Moise. Ho was met with the same objee 
tion by the woman, when ho excitedly 
left the house, and going to Aloises 
mother coiiimeiic..d abusing her. 

THE .Ml ki)i:k. 
Shortly before this the murdered lad 
was seen playing at the door of his moth- 
er's house. This was the l.isl lime the 
boy was aeeii alive. His cries »ii-re lieaiil 
in the direction of tin; re.ir of Ih,- house 
some time after, but im furtlu r nolice 
was taken of the matter t ill the boy w as 
iiii.ssed, when a search revealed his dead 
body in the bush behind his mother's 
Jiouse. The face and lips were blueisb, 
and tile marks of lingers were noticeable. 
Blood was oo/.iiig from the iioslrila, and 
it was evident the child bad lieeu choked 
to death by I he pressing of a hand over 
the luoiitli and closing the imstrils. A few 
iiiinuteij before the lad w.is missed Isinii- 
ekwah had rushed into tin. house and 
with as much haste as possible, had gone 
to the heiicli. l.'iiuicheii his .•aiioe and left 
for the other side of the bay. The woman 
Cecile now states tiiat as soon as she s.iw 
Isiiinekwali leave she knew .Moise was 
dead, but fails to state how she came lo 
the knowledge. Subsequently, upon her 
re-joining Isuinekwah, he laughed several 
times ill derision when the name of Afoise 
was meutioiied, and taking Cecile apart 
he told her not. to mention what he had 
done, saying, "I di.l as I told yon. I kill- 
ed Moiac." 

From other facts which have come lo 
light it is evident that the iiiiirder was the 
result of a conspiracy between Isinnekwah 
and the woman Cecile, and it is feared 
th.al when the father of the murdered lad 
ret urns from Ins sealing expedition and 
learns ef ihu fate of his son, he will take 
revenge into his own hands, if the crime 
has not been already punished by the 
authorities.

EXPERIMENTAL FARMS. 

Preliminary ArraiidiMiioiits at Agciizlz— Fruit 
lUiUnre to be Palil I'artlculiir Attention 
- Ailvaiitajjcs (if liritliih Columbia 
for Knilt tirowliiir and Poul- 
try Uaishii;. 

Brof. Saunders, suiierintoudunt of the 
Doiniiiioii experimental farm, left for 
Aggaziz to-night to complete arraiige- 
iiientH for fencing and clearing and plant- 
ing a porliiiii of tlie projierty. There was 
aiiiiie ilitliculty in regard to the title to a 
part of the farm, but, it ia understood that 
this has lieeii aatisfactorily arranged. It 
is too late this year to begin the erection 
of farm buildings and the residences of 
the manager and help, but they will be 
[irocoiided wilh early next season. 

I'rof. Saunders said that the principal 
;itl eiitiun would al first be devoted to the 
deiiionstralioii of the kinds of fruit most 
ada])ted to the climate of the coast. He 
was of opinion that the soil and climate 
made it possible to grow many fruita to 
perfection and witli protil. Hitherto 
little attention had boon paid by agricul- 
turists to fruit-growing. They did not 
select the liiiest varieties, nor did they 
eiidiNivor lo e.ire for the treea as should 
hy done in order to produce best results. 
He had uoliccd around Victoria in the 
orchards that there were many [lear trees 
of a certain class of little value ill any sense. 
In Older that good results might be at- 
tained it was necessary that four or live 
varieties of pears should bo cultivated, en- 
abling the grower to market tliein 
during tlii' course of several months. 
This practice was ei|Ually iirolitable with 
fruits. The lands north and south of the 
Fraser .river, and in the islands of the 
gulf were eminently adapted for fruit cul- 
tiiro, and Professor Saunders hoped that 
the Kiicces.soa of the experimental farm in 
fruit growing would be .-in incentive to 
farmers to eiigau'c in il on a larger and 
more praci ira I sc-Ue than hitherto, and 
[that the i-xteiisive .area of unoccupied 
I land would beiome cultivated. 
I Poultry was another branch of fanning 
I that could be engaged in in British Gol- 
I umbia with excellent results. Tlio climate 
! was very favorable for the pur- 
j pose, and t'le high price paid 
for poultry and eggs guaranteed prolit.-.ble 
I returns. .Mmul I wo hundred of Ihe best 
t vari-'ties of poultry were now being r.-iised 
1 al ( )ltti\va, .111(1 tliese would bo distributed 
I am. nig the live e.\|ieriinental farms, 
j I'rof, .Saunders will remain a d.iy or 
1 two at Il.iriisoii. and again at the experi- 
I meiil al farm at I'l.iiidoii, Alan. At In- 
dian Head, N, \V. T. , twenty thousand 
forest ,rees ha\-e bc'ii planteil, aiid it, is 
the iiilciitioii to pl.ini tifty lliousaiid more 
this year.

S.v.s Kit.v.N( l,s(.'o,Sopt. 3. — WbiloJuatice 
Field, of the Suproino Court, was tendoi - 
ing a decision adverse to S irali Altbeu in 
the celebrated Sharon ease, in llio Circuit 
Court this morning, the lallor drew a 
nialol and tired al the .lust ice, but with- 
out ell'ecl. She is now umler .iiri.'al. 

Sarah Althea's husband, .1 uilgu Terry, 
drew a knife ai)d attempted to stab one; 
of the marshals. He was, aftor slubbDi ii 
reaislanee, deprived of the ivt.'apiiii, and 
fought like ,1 niaiiiai', ll look the (oiii- 
'riiiied eliorts of all the loaishals to 
baudcull' liiiM. Ilia wife, still Htniggliag 
and raving, got one band fruo, and before 
any one could stop her aimed hur pi.stol 
and fired. No one waa hurt, but one of 
the deputies had a ii.irrow escape. He- 
fore she could again aim the weiipou was 
wrenched from her, and slie w.m iiand- 
cuH'ed. 

The eelidirated Sharnii e;o.c c;iiiie u]) in 
the Circuit t.'ourl this iii.uiiiiig in il.s iiiipsl 
sensational form. .\ decision, which was 
rendered \>y .lust ice l''ield of the I ..S. 
supreme bench, waa a revival of the old 
decision which pieveiiled Sarah Altbeu 
(now Mrs. Terry), from clitiiiiitig to bo 
the wife of Wm. Sharon, luul ileolareil 
fraudulent Ihe m.arriage contract and or- 
dered it caiieelled. When it, \v,is appai 
ent that .justice field's ilccisiou w;isgoiiig 
against Sarah .\lthea, the l.-uler aroae in 
her sent and exclaimed, ".Judge I'ield, 
how much have you been ]>aid for that 
decision '/ You liave been bought, you 
knoiv it." The justice ordered her re- 
moved from the court room, when she 
drew a pistol and would li.ave tired al the 
juatice but for the liiiiely interference of 
several deputy iiiarahala, who dragged her 
off lighting like a tigress. 

Deputy Alurshal Dean, who took the 
knife away from Terry, had a narrow es- 
cape with his life. He, nor tiny one else, 
waa e.Npect iiig such an attack, and before 
any one could iiiterfei", Terrv b'ld drawn 
along dirk, about eight iiiclie.-i, .■iiid luado . 
a vicious thrust at the di-|iuly. Had bis I 
fool not slipjied. or r:itlier bad he iiol ! 
been op])ortimely tripped up by Marshal. 
Prtiiiks, Deputy Uean would now be 
realing on one of the slabs at the morgue j 
or in a bed in the n .■fiving liosiiital. i 
The pistol ii.iod hy Saiidi uas a Ih-itish 
didldog, six chambered, Inaued in e\ ery 
chamber, and evidently brought with 
the intention of using it if .lustice 
Field's decision was adverse. As she 
faced tho judge when she first made her 
apcecli there was murder in hor eye. But 
in ,dl her aiipuamnces in \ :.i ious (•..ii! l,s, 
she never looked to so gnvii mhiUitage 
from a picturesipie st.'unlpoint iis she 
.itoiJil iij) .-Hill di tied the Ju.lge. I lor e\'es 
flaalied lire, wrinkles d isappe.-U ed, her 
face tbisbed, blood-red veins' .stood out on 
her forehead like cords, and jis she burled 
the words "How much were you paid for 
that decision I" she looked like an Ama- 
zon defying her enemies. 

Aa aooii, however, aa the hand of the 
marshal was passed upon lier, she col- 
lapsed. .She lost all her dignity .'it once 
and became a mere vir.'igo. .1 udge Terry, 
as his wife tirst addressed the bench, did 
not move; but as .Iiiatice Field i.sBiied the 
order, "Alarahal. arrest that woiiiaii," he 
arose and birred the way. I lia usually 
florid face was pallid, bis eyes f-aiik intohia 
lie.ul and be had the H|ipearaiice of a iiiiiii 
juHl awakening from . I ci u.sliiiig lilow. .\n 
tho dust of battle, however, ciiiiie ovur 
liiiii, the blood leaped hack to his face 
and a look of hate and passion that Hcttled 
there made him loolv like ,i (ieiid incar- 
liiile. I le was a des|)er,il e in.-iil , and no- 
thing but his speedy disannaiiieiit saved 
bloodshed. 

This afternoon .liistice Fiold adjudged 
Sarah Altliea and Judge Terry guilty of 
contempt of court and sentenced the 
former to six months and the latter to 30 
days imprisoiimeiil, in the county jail.
